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Image of America 


Lives On in World 


President Eisenhower's tour of 11 na- 
tions continues with rousing welcomes 
from huge crowds everywhere. Never has 
the world seen greater enthusiasm for a 
man and the country he represents than 
that shown by masses of people in coun- 
tries whole continents apart. 


The reception in Greece, the historic 
“cradle of democracy,” was fully as sig- 
nificant as that accorded him earlier in 
Pakistan, in India, in Turkey and Iran. 
Everywhere he has been acclaimed first 
as Eisenhower, the man of good will with 
a message of peace. Surely much of what 
he carries has been the image of America, 
the nation which has stood for self-deter- 
mination of peoples, for democracy and 
rule by law. 

But how much of that image, so tell- 
ingly symbolized by Eisenhower, will sur- 
vive in the years ahead depends upon the 
leadership, the direction and aid given by 
America. The Congress, the people and 
our future leaders will determine whether 
or not that image can survive or whether 
the grave problems facing most of these 
nations will result in their falling victim 
to the Communist onslaught. 


Adlai Stevenson phrased the situation 
well the other day in saying that any 
value from the Eisenhower trip could turn 
to ashes unless U.S. policies sustain the 
hope which it has generated in the hearts 
of poverty-stricken peoples. In other 
words, our vision and statesmanship. in 
free-world leadership must be sustained 
and improved in the continuing contest in 
which we find ourselves. 

Many of the nations Eisenhower is 
visiting have been nurtured and helped by 
the United States. Without this aid much 
of the area would now be Communist ter- 
ritory. Assistance to Greece, for instance, 
prevented it from becoming another 
Soviet satellite. The struggle of India and 
Pakistan toward democracy long since 
would have failed except for our assist- 
ance and encouragement, even when 
gratitude seemed to leave much to be 
desired. 

There are many and great problems 
still to be met. How to expand production 
of food and fiber to outpace even greater 
expansions of population is the greatest 
of them all. 

President Eisenhower’s trip has solved 
no problems. But it has provided a better 
atmosphere in which to work at them. 
It has shown that peoples who would 
continue to be free look to us for leader- 
ship and help. How we meet that test will 
determine the futures of us all.

Let’s Keep the Library 
In Competent Hands 


John Settelmayer, Atlanta librarian, 
has been dismissed. While he apparently 
violated no law, the board of trustees 
and an investigating committee unani- 
mously recommended dismissal because 
of conflict-of-interest activities. 

We concur in the decision with con- 
siderable sorrow. This is one of those 
things which happen to human beings 
which defy analysis. 

Settelmayer is a brilliant librarian. He 
took over the Atlanta library when it was, 
someone has said, “a run-down refuge for 
timorous old ladies,’”’ and made it into one 
of the best-managed in the nation. It has 
become a center of very real service. 

We urge the board to find a replace- 
ment who will avoid outside interests and 
continue the admirable library policies of 
Settelmayer. It will be tragic if it drifts 
back into the old ways. 

Under Settelmayer’s policies, the city 
had been saved thousands of dollars by 
efficient use of library services. Intel- 
lectual honesty requires this be acknowl- 
edged. While it was necessary that he be 
dismissed, by all means let the board try 
* to find someone to replace him who is 
as able and energetic in library admin- 
istration as he. 

Maybe this is the time to work out 
legislation to make the librarian a part of 
city government as a department head. 

Avid certainly it is a time to define 
conflict of interest — in spite of the may- 
or’s current views — through ordinances 
which bar officials and employes from 
doing business with the firs an det they 
serve.

Georgia’s Idle Funds 


Can Produce Revenue 


“Certainly we believe that all idle 
funds of the state should be invested in 
a secure, liquid and economical manner.” 

Thus a committee of the Georgia 
Bankers Assn. accepts the idea that ac- 
cumulated state funds should draw inter- 
est until such time as they are used. Their 
concurrence should insure an early 
method of doing just that. These deposits 
should be considered as are those of in- 
‘dividuals and put to use. 

The bankers, of course, would prefer 
that idle funds be placed on bank time 


/ 
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deposits rather than to be invested in 
other securities. This, too, is a matter for 
further study. The City of Atlanta and 
other municipalities have used various 
forms of investment. And Atlanta last 
year received a return of $700,000 in in- 
terest on funds thus invested. 

They recommend an investment board 
of five men to supervise the program, in- 
cluding the governor, the treasurer and 
other officials. At present the state does 
have a depository board, consisting of the 
comptroller general, the governor and 
the treasurer which apparently does not 
function. Funds are deposited in about 
350 banks around the state; they draw 
no interest and more than 520 banks are 
used by agencies in making disburse- 
ments. 

Whether or not idle funds should be 
pooled is a question also left unanswered. 
With the present unwieldy system, this 
would be difficult. 

If investment of such funds could 
yield from two to three million dollars 
as_estimated, further delay in doing so 
is an affront to the taxpayers as it has 
been all these years.

New Decisions Affect 
Georgia Schools’ Fate 


In Judge Hooper’s statement that the 
people of Georgia must decide through 
their legislative representatives whether 
they wish to have schools or not, he cited 
Virginia decisions which would close all 
schools should one be closed. 

Now come other decisions which have 
a bearing on the Georgia situation. 

In Nashville, Tenn., a pupil placement 
plan to go into effect over a 12-year pe- 
riod has been held acceptable by the 
court having jurisdiction and the US. 
Supreme Court has refused to review the 
decision. The plan begins with the first 
grade and adds one grade a year. 

Despite the extremists who would 
panic the people with deliberate distor- 
tion, no school will be overrun. 

The Supreme Court also has struck 
down two laws enacted by the Arkansas 
Legislature. They are similar to those in 
Georgia and neighboring states. One 
gave the governor authority to close 
schools ordered to carry out a plan 
of desegregation. The other law also de- 
clared unconstitutional granted use of 
state funds to set up other schools. 

This means that as soon as tests are 
made of similar Georgia laws, they, too, 
will be found unconstitutional. The Su- 
preme Court has ruled out “evasive” 
schemes. 

Judge Hooper has recommended to the 
Georgia Legislature that it permit deci- 
sions to be made at the local level with- 
out interference from the state. 

In light of his statement and Monday’s 
Supreme Court rulings, it is all the more 
imperative that the people of Georgia 
think rationally. It is no longer a matter 
of what we prefer but whether we will 
maintain public education.

Get ‘Rigging’ 


In Drug-Maker’s Prices? 


Washington’s investigation of the prices that pharmaceutical firms 
charge for the medicines they sell hit the headlines with the first 
day's hearing. It looks as if this Senate subcommittee probe will 


stay in the news as long as the inquiry continues. Nothing, 


not even 


the price of medical services and hospital care, is more important 
to Americans than the price they pay for a prescription at the drug- 


store. 

Unlike TV sets, autos, or other 
comforts and conveniences. the 
average American can take or 
leave alone, medicine is usually 
an essential item in his budget. 

When the cost of drugs and pre- 
scription items goes up, the con- 
sumer can't simply forego them 
or buy a cheaper model. 

The Senate _ subcommittee 
showed that one of the drug firms 
bought a drug called prednisolone 
from the manufacturer, bottled it 
and sold it under the name neti- 
cortelone. 

The drug cost the company the 
equivalent of $1.60 for a bottle of 
100 tablets, which the company 
sold for $17.90 a bottle and urged 
the druggist to sell for $29.80 a 
bottle. Oddly enough, two other 
firms that marketed the same 
drug charged the druggist the 
same $17.90 a bottle, too. 

The firm also bought medicine 
marketed as progynon for 11.7 
cents a batch and resold it to 
druggists for $8.40. 

Is this too much? And, it might 
be asked, is the identical price 
that three pharmaceutical firms 
charged for the same medicine 
just a coincidence? 

The head of the drug'firm who 
was on the spot tried to squirm 
off it by saying that research 
costs are high, Also, he said, it 


takes money to test, ‘‘tabletize,”’ 
and push these products. 

Pharmaceutical firms do invest 
plenty in research. At least some 
of them do. They know that com- 
ing up with a new wonder drug is 
like hitting the jackpot. A_ top- 
notch, patentable antibiotic has 
been worth up to 60 million dol- 
lars a year in sales to the firm 
that hit on it. 

At the same time, research is 
costly. The firm that gave the 
world aureomycin spent four mil- 
lion dollars before it had the drug 
down pat!. And, of course, some 
money goes down the drain for 
projects that don't pay off. 

But granting all that, the ques- 
tions asked by Sen. Alexander 
Wiley, Wisconsin Republican, 
seemed very apropos. He said he 
wanted to know whether drug 
companies are “‘conspiring or get- 
ting together and as a result giv- 
ing the public a rigging.” 

Sen. Wiley charged the subcom- 
mittee exceeded its authority 


when it probed into a firm's 
profits. 
However, he _ said, there is 


‘something of a moral responsi- 


bility in the hands of an indivi- 


dual or a group, who claim they 
have a remedy, to-see that the 
poor and needy are not taken for 
a ride,”

WASHINGTON — President Eisenhower is 
not disposed to leave “the mess in television” 
where it is.

creation of a national citizens’ advisory board on radio and television. 
The purpose of the new advisory board would be to reexamine, 
from the national viewpoint, the whole setup and conduct of the 
industry and whether it is adequately serving the public interest. 


The proposed board would be 
advisory to the President, to Con- 
gress and to the Federal Com- 
munications Commission. While it 
would have a small operating 
staff, it would have no duty other 
than to issue its annual review 
and recommendations. 


In light of the quiz scandals, in 
lizht of the voluminous shows de- 
voted to crime and violence (one 
witness before the FCC testified 
that an average American youth 
sees “‘the violent destruction of 
13,000 human beings on TV” be- 
tween the ages of 5 and 14) 
and in light of the paucity of edu- 
cational fare during prime view- 
ing time, it seems to me inescap- 
ably necessary to ask: 

Isn't it time to reexamine 
whether radio and television are 
doing the job they agreed to do 
when the government turned over 
the channels for their use? The 
administration took a ‘‘new look”’ 
at the military. Shouldn't the ad- 
ministration help the country take 
a new look at radio and TV in 
light of experience? 

I know that some people are 
anxious lest, in our annoyance 
over the ‘‘mess in TV,”” we simply 
throw up our hands and decide 
to turn everything over to the 
government. For myself I would 
be disposed to search long and 
well before turning to govern- 
ment operation of television. But

I offer you the chasm between 
these two statements as proof 
that a national citizens’ advisory 
board on radio and television is 
urgently needed. We must hope 
the President will urge this upon 
Congress.

troversy. On the foreign front, it is getting involved in a debate over 
the coordination of U.S. foreign aid with the foreign aid programs 


of other industrialized countries. 

The first point is the more seri- 
ous partly because of President 
Eisenhower’s recent statement 
that birth control programs to 
ease the population problem in 
underdeveloped countries are none 
of the U.S. government’s business. 

“This government,” the Presi- 
dent said, ‘will not,... . as long 
as I am here, have a positive po- 
litical doctrine in its program that 
has to do with this problem of 
birth control. That’s not our busi- 
ness.” 

This has pleased some legisla- 
tors who would like to see the 
President’s hands-off principle 
written into the next foreign aid 
bill. But it has also displeased 
others who believe U.S. aid to 
some underdeveloped countries 
will not be effective without popu- 
lation control, 

Congress is now moving from 
the realm of presidential politics 
into the realm of policy and the 
fear of those who must pilot the 
foreign aid bill through the Con- 
gress is that it will become in- 
volved in an angry debate over 
population control no matter what 
‘the administration may now‘ do 
to avoid it. 

The reason for this is fairly ob- 
vious. The issue is not whether 
the United States should inter- 
vene in the affairs of other coun- 
tries to tell them what they should 


do about controlling their popu- 
lation. There is general agree- 
ment hete that it should not. 

Nor is the main issue whether 
the United States should provide 
funds for other countries to es- 
tablish birth control programs. 
The question arises in more ob- 
lique ways. 

For example, a country may ap- 
ply for U.S. foreign aid funds to 
purchase food to feed its people 
over a stated period or for farm 
machinery to increase its own 
production of food. The question 
then arises whether the allocation 
of food or machinery will actually 
deal with the problem and enable 
the country concerned to make 
progress toward dealing with its 
own problems. 

It is in cases of this kind that 
the population problem arises, 
for if the population growth of the 
country exceeds the U.S. aid 
given, it is obvious that the aid 
program will not even keep pace 
with the problem. 

Accordingly, the birth control 
issue is now deeply involved in 
major policy decisions here, 
President Eisenhower may have 
helped take it out of presidential 
politics by his statement but the 
same statement has raised new 
complications within his own 
administration and within the al- 
liance.

Cotton growers voted 15,085 to 
796, or 95.2 per cent, for quotas 
on upland cotton next year. Only

voted on quotas 
for long staple 
cotton, and ap- 
proved them 8-1 
or 88.9 per cent. 

Peanut grow- 
ers approved by 
a 7,123-469 vote, 
or 94 per cent, marketing quotas 
for the 1960, 1961 and 1962 crops. 


A two-thirds vote by farmers 
throughout the nation was neces- 
sary for approval of the quotas, 
whose aim is to keep production 
within demand

Lewis hit the headlines in a big 
way at the start of the New Deal 
era and stayed at the top of the 
news for two decades in the 
1930s and 1940s. 


Capitalizing on new laws safe- 
guarding the rights of workers to 
organize labor unions and requuir- 
ing employers to deal with the 
labor organizations, Lewis kicked 
off nationwide organizing drives. 


This came in the heart of the 
depression and Lewis, telling the 
workers President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt wanted them to become 
union members, organized mil- 
lions of them. He directed auto 
industry sitdown strikes and vio- 
lent steel organizing battles. 


Lewis, who had clashed 
with President Woodrow Wilson 
in 1919, often was fighting presi- 
dents and the federal courts when 
they seemed to him to be stand- 
ing in his way. 

An early ally of Roosevelt, 
Lewis broke with FDR and sup- 
ported Republican Wendell Will- 
kie for president in 1940. 


Lewis was no more critical of 
employers or government officials 
than he has been on frequent oc- 
casions of fellow labor leaders. 

He quit the old American Fed- 
eration of Labor in 1935 to form 
the CIO for big organizing drives 
among industrial unions. 


But when labor did not follow 
his lead in supporting Willkie in 
1940, Lewis quit the CIO. Still 
later, he rejoined the AFL but 
dropped out again in 1947 In a 
feud over the Taft-Hartley Act.

Mrs. Maggie Wesley flew 
around the world last year (be- 
tween January and June) and 
like everybody on global jaunts 
she took pictures of fascinating 
and beautiful far-away places. 


But that is where similarity 
between Mrs. Wesley and other 
world travelers ends. 


Mrs. Wesley's photographic 
artistry is now on display at 
the Atlanta Art Galleries. 


Talented with the brush as 
well as with the lens, Mrs.

**I did not expect to have any 
trouble at customs,” she said.

When we got to 
Australia, custom officials im- 
pounded my camera and all my 
equipment and took my films 
and threatened to develop them. 

Igot in touch with the airlines 
and after much wrangling and

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DOCTOR INSERTS TINY PLASTIC LENS 


Invistbie Contact Lens 


By BARBARA BRIGHT 
Two tiny bits of plastic are 
allowing millions of women to 
shed Dorothy Parker’s old 
rhymed stigma about women, 
men and glasses. 


The modern phenomena are 
contact lens. 


Contact lens allow you to sip 
steaming coffee without getting 
your glasses steamy, too. They 
release women from a prison of 
only off-the-face hats without 
veils. With the plastic lens, you 
can see where you're going in 
the rain. 


Although the lens’ majority of 
sales are to women, they are 
used for more purposes than 
indulging vanity. Advances in 
the contact lens field indicate 
that bi-focal lens may soon 
be perfected. Persons with sub- 
normal vision may profit by 
another type of lens with a tele- 
scopic center. 

PERSONALITY CHANGES 

Wearing lens. instead of 
glasses has even accounted for 
personality changes in many 
wearers. .One Atlanta doctor 
said a patient of his was 
meek and withdrawn until he 
fitted him with contact lens. 


“The change in him was 
marvelous,” he said “He's 
now an aggressive and happier 
young man.” 


Lens also make visual ad- 
justment easier for those who 
have had cataracts removed. If 
a person has cataracts on both 
eves and has one removed, he 
formerly had to wear an ex- 
tremely thick lens on the eve 
which had been operated on. 
Now one contact lens can be 
fitted to the eye, and, since the 
lens is inside the eye lids, there 
is no overbalancing weight on 
one side, as was the case with 
glasses 


The bits of plastic which make 
all these things possible are 
only three-eighths of an inch in 
diameter. They weigh about 
014 grams. And the average 
cost, in Atlanta, is $175 a pair. 


Fitted to the cornea of the 
eye and held in place by surface 
tension ‘one doctor said ‘‘they 
ride on a veil of tears’), the 
lens permit a full range of vi- 
sion for the wearer. They can 
be worn during all waking 
hours. In some cases, as for 
treatment of the protruding cor- 
nea, they are never taken off 
except for cleaning. 


AID ATHLETES 


Men too are discovering the 
advantages of wearing contact 
lens. Besides pampering their 
masculine egos, the lens are 
particularly useful to athletes 
in sports. 


“For boys who need visual 
correction, it’s the only solu 
tion in football,’’ Georgia Tech 
trainer Buck Andel said. He
